Thousands May Ignore Truce 
As Coal Conferees Fail 


Truman 
Deadline 
Hope Fades 


WASHINGTON, May 12—+(/)— 
Prospects that thousands of miners 
would continue on strike Monday 
despite a “truce” appeared Sunday 
night while hope faded for a -oft 


coal agreement by President Tru- 
man’s Wednesday deadline after 
another fruitless negotiating ses- 
sion. 


Many miners got their tools 
ready throughout the coal 
fields and the railroad freight em- 
bargo was ordered off at midnight. 
But early returns from miners’ 
meetings in Western Pennsylvania 
showed seven out of 15 locals of 
the United Mine Workers Union 
refusing to go back to work. 

With the miners’ response to the 
truce highly uncertain and no 
strike settlement in sight, officials 
proceeded with plans for coal con- 
trols. The coal expected during 
the truce, originally forecast at 
20,000,000 to 25,000,000 tons, was 
ticketed for priority users only, 
and dimouts and other conserva- 
tion steps remained in force. 

John L. Lewis, UMW President, 
had no comment Sunday night on 
reports some of the miners were 
refusing to return to work. 

In Asheville, N. C., William 
Green, AFL President, said the 
AFL is giving the Lewis miners 
“a full measure of support” on 
the basis “of the justice of their 
position.” 

CONFEREES “TALK”

Italy's Aged Ex-King

(P)—Vittorio Emanuele, a little 


man in a gray suit, debarked 
Sunday from an Italian cruiser 
and began his exile in Egypt, leav- 
ing behind him almost 46 years 
as Monarch of Italy. 

The abdicated head of the 
House of Savoy and his former 
Queen Elena were greeted by 
King Farouk, then were whisked 
away quietly by automobile to a 
guest palace provided by the 


| Egyptian ruler, 


The arrival was in dramatic 
contrast to the last visit of the 
Italian royal family to Alexan- 
dria in 1933, when the entire city 
turned out in a wild and gala 
welcome. Vittorio came then to 
dedicate Italian school buildings 
in the port city.

The Italian cruiser, escorted by 
one destroyer, arrived in Alexan- 
dria Harbor at 6 a. m.

Pointing out real estate already 
carries a.disproportionate share of 
the cost of government, Gilliam 
insisted other sources must be 
found if the demand for increased 
services is to be met and if the 
City is to provide for a growing 
and progressive community.

But the migratory workers and 
the people of the peach belt can’t 
do the whole job. They need help. 
Last year German prisoner’ of war 
pitched in. But they’re home now. 
So the growers are organizing la- 
bor recruiting teams to get the 
extra labor needed. 

And there are a few wrinkled 
brows—but not many—over this 
year’s yield, which will be about 
80 percent of last year’s. Peaches 
mean about $13,000,000 to the Fort 
Valley and Manchester areas and 
20 percent of that is a big loss 
to whoever sustains it. But they’re 
‘hoping for a good price range to 
offset this loss to some extent. The 
loss resulted when about 60,000 
trees were killed last November 
by premature budding. They pass- 
ed on as war casualties. Food- 
supplying nitrate fertilizers were 
short during the war so many trees 
lost vigor, resulting in their los- 
ing their leaves too soon, and then 
budding prematurely. Cold killed 
the budding trees. 

The early pickling and preserv- 
ing varieties of peaches are com- 
ing in now. The choicer eating va- 
rieties—Hiley Belles, Golden Jubi- 
lees and Elbertas—will begin mov- 
ing in about two weeks. The sea- 
son will hit its peak in June and 
end sometime in early July. And 
until the season is over everything 
here except peach harvesting 
seems to stop cold. 

Everything is postponed—wed- 
dings, operations, home building,

CIO Claims Interest Grows 
For Unionism Through South 


WASHINGTON, 


May 12—(#)—The Economic Outlook, monthly 


publication of the CIO, asserts Sunday there is a growing interest in 
unionism in the South, sparked by newly won wage increases and 
workers’ realization of their power in politics. 


The publication does not give 
any figures on new members re- 
sulting from the $1,000,000 drive 
by the CIO below the Mason and 
Dixon Line, but said: 

“It’s not only Southern workers 
who are welcoming unions. Today 
there is also growing recognition 
on the part of Southern small 
business men and the white collar 
and professional classes that the 
establishment of collective  bar- 
gaining and higher wage rates 
help the entire community.” 

The paper traced the gains in 
wages, including the winning of a 
65 cent minimum hourly wage in 
textiles, and listed more than 50 
plants in 11 Southern states which 
it said now have agreements with 
the CIO 

“It is less than 10 years since 
the CIO began to organize in the 
South,” it said. “In textile, furni- 
ture, lumber, clothing, and gteel, 
workers have not forgotten that 
25 or 35 cents an hour was the 
rate commonly paid them as late 
at 1936-37. Now the 65 cents an 
hour minimum rate is enjoyed by 
more than 25,000 cotton mill work- 
ers under TWUA (Textile Work- 
ers Union of America) contracts 
while 79 cents an hour is mini- 
mum in basic steel. There have

There is Southwide gratification at the 
action of a Federal District Court in Utic4, 
New York, dismissing the petition of nine 
Northeastern States to set aside an Inter- 
state Commerce Commission order raising 
freight rates 10 percent in the North and 
East and lowering them by the same 
amount in the South and West. 

The action has the effect of dissolving 
a temporary injunction granted last De- 
cember which prevented the ICC from 
putting the rate changes in effect the first 
of this year. Presumably, the adjustments 
will now be effectuated without further 
delay. 

It has now been a year, however, since 
the ICC order aimed at eliminating dis- 
criminatory freight rates was handed 
down. For 12 months, railroad interests 
have succeeded in prolonging the iniqui- 


tous schedules under which the South 
is penalized. There is no real assurance 
that they will not be able to continue the 
handicap indefinitely. 3 

Thus it is that Georgia must continue 
to press the anti-trust suit which one day 
will bring all railroad rates into open com- 
petition. Even if the ICC adjustment— 
ordered more than a year ago—does go 
through, Southern rates will still be much 
higher on the average than those in so- 
called “official” territory.

Senator Takes 
AFL Spotlight 


ASHEVILLE, N. C.—When day is done and 
shadows fall, you try to sum it all up. if you 
are back in room getting ready bed, 

behind you is a long day of a labor meeting, replete with speeches, 
songs and many events of little and great significance. The best 
laugh came in the smoke-filled room late at night when reminiscing 
was in order. Americaf® Federation of Labor organizers talking of 
the CIO’s campaign to organize the South revealed one of their 
favorite tricks of the trade. 


“We have CIO handbills printed up,” they said, “and distribute 
them in some town where the going is tough. Then we wait two 


or three days and come in. Every time, the mill owners fall over 
themselves to help us organize. They don’t want CIO. I guess we 
have printed almost as many CIO handbills as the ClO. They 
are very helpful people.” 

Most of the meeting was devoted to pinning on the CIO the 
Communistic label. This label, while it can apply to some few of 
the CIO unions, does not at all apply to the main body’ of CIO, 
which is as soundly American as the AFL. This is particularly true 
of the steel, textile, and most of the auto unions, although the latter 
union is torn by factionalism because of it.

tion drive in the South if it can. And it also means to break the 
CIO by forcing its executive body to decide the issue of the Com- 
munist-dominated unions.

It is 
inevitable that the CIO one of these days must take some action 
about its few Communists. The AFL is trying to hurry that day. 


This was the orchestral theme of the meeting and speaking. 
But behind all the damning of CIO’s Communists there were other 
tunes played. Some of them were important. 

It is just possible that one of those playing a variation may 
appear as the Republican presidential nominee in 1948. He is 
Wayne Morse, United States Senator from Oregon. A former dean 
of the Law School at the University of Oregon, he got into politics 
after serving as Vice Chairman of the National War Labor Board. 


He is not a radical. Hé is by no means a demagogue. His 
background is a middle-class American one. He is by no means a 
leftist. His speech was easily the best one of two days of almost 
ceaseless oratory. Maybe I liked it better because it was almost 
exactly what I had written in a speech of my own, namely, that 
we must maintain the profit system and the private enterprise 
system, but must also see to it that within the framework of that 
system the economic strong shall not have the right to sweat-shop 
or exploit the economic weak. To do so would destroy in time 
the private enterprise system. The fact that it frequently is under 
attack grows out of the errors of the past. 


Sen. Morse went much further. He de- 
Lashes at Senate clared, and repeated it twice for emphasis, 
that the President of the National Association of Manufacturers, 
who visited Atlanta recently, was exploiting and victimizing Amer- 
ican businessmen by preaching a doctrine of economic reaction. 
He praised Eric Johnston, retiring President of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, and criticized its members for not following 
Johnston's philosophy of business. 

He declared that liberalism could not be defined except on the 
basis of a man’s position on the issues of today. 

“We must keep in this country a middle-of-the-road liberalism,” 
he said, “and the new American Manufacturers’ Association is play- 
ing into the hands of the leftists and is selling American business- 
men short by the sort of economic reaction he is preaching.” 

The Senator sailed into his own fellow members of the Senate, 
saying that majority rule did not prevail in the Senate or its com- 
mittees because of the outmoded rules, which must be revised if, in 
his opinion, representative government is to survive. 

Blasting State Socialism, Communism and Fascism, he kept re- 
peating his theory—a private enterprise, profit system within the 
framework of which there is social legislation to prevent exploitation 
of the economic weak for the benefit of the strong. 

His speech, plus that of Wilson Wyatt, a former Mayor of Louis- 
ville and now Chairman of the National Housing Commission, 
aroused the most enthusiasm and received the greatest attention 
and applause of speakers at the convention. 

It was of them you found yourself thinking gvhen day was done. 
And not the CIO.

As a trade, they 
have, at least in the past, suffered worse exploitation than most 
any other. On the other hand, I hate the dictatorial, high-handed 
strategy of their leader, John L, Lewis.

If we have 
no coal, if tgains cease to run, what of the future? Of yours and 
of mine? Without coal our city water systems cannot operate. 
Without coal our industries cannot function. 

Without trains the necessities of life, food itself, cannot come 
into our cities. What shall we do? 

I do not know, as said, the justice or injustices of either side 
iin these disputes.

Every day there comes to my desk, in the 
Cause of Anger mail, a quota of propaganda.

It was supposed to show that coal miners, In this particular 
town or area at least, needed no more money than they have 
been earning.

For instance. the total value of automobiles owned by the 
mine workers. The value of their investment in homes. The amount 
spent in a year with the movie theater in the mine town, with 
the beauty parlor, etc. Even the amount contributed by the miners 
to their churches and given by them to charity. 

It made me mad. It outraged me to think that any management, 
in any industry, would infer that American workers had no right 
to own an automobile, to see a movie, to give to charity, that 
their wives should not patronize the beauty shop.

A Most Important Trial 


The trial of Draja Mikhailovitch in Belgrade promises to be an- 
other Moscow trial, in which not only the defendant, but other 
nations are in dicted for purposes of international Communist 
propaganda. 

Mikhailovitch has, according to his prosecutors, the Tito regime, 
“confessed” that he collaborated with the Germans. Through his 
prosecutors he has repudiated the offer of American paratroopers 
who were rescued by him to appear as witnesses of fact in his be- 
half, and has rejected American counsel, asserting (through his 
prosecutors) that he has complete faith in Jugoslav people’s justice. 


He has been condemned in advance. Tito’s government has 
announced “his crimes are far too horrible to allow discussion of 
whether he-is guilty or not.” He is, therefore, presunred to have 
accepted a death sentence. But the trial is to proceed as an open 
political theater. 


This is typical of Soviet trials, in which the only evidence ig 
that of the prosecution and the weird supporting confessions of the 
defendants. 


But in the case of Draja Mikhailovitch 
Our Honor at Stake more is at issue than his particular pere 
son. The honor and loyalty of the British and American govern- 
ments and War Offices are at stake. " 


So, in this forthcoming trial, there are indications that the stage 
is being set as another incident in the Soviet campaign to discredit 
not only the old Bolsheviks in Russia, but the allied governments 
of Great Britain and the United States in their wartime relations 
with the Soviets. It is, therefore, urgent that some of the American 
officers formerly in liaison with Mikhailovitch’s Chetnik headquar- 
ters, Col. Robert McDowell, Col. Albert: Seitz, and Capt. Walter 
Mansfield, should be at the trial to defend, if not Mikhailovitch, the 
United States. ' 

Col. Seitz and Capt. Mansfield were officially attached to Mik- 
hailovitch from August, 1943, to January, 1944, a time during which 
Tito supporters were branding Mikhailovitch as a German col- 
laborator in the New York press. If he was, during that time, the 
U. S. Army is also under indictment. 

: One of Mikhailovitch’s officers pre 
Captured, Tried, Shot viously captured, tried and executed 
on similar charges was Lt. Voislav Lukatchevitch. One of the 
accusations against him was that he was present at a meeting 
between Mikhailovitch and Col. Von Staercker, on Sept. 14, 1944, 
The interview did, indeed, take place. Von Staercker; an emissary 
of the German High Command in southeastern Europe, sought, 
under truce, an interview with the Chetnik leader, which he was 
loathe to grant, but which was urged upon him.by his American 
advisers. Von Staercker came to offer capitulation, not to Mikhailo- 
vitch, who had no official authority since Tito had already been 
recognized, but to the western Allies. This offer, transmitted to 
Washington, was rejected, on the demand (afterward made of Adm, 
Doenitz) that surrender be unconditional to all Allies. * 

It is important that all the facts become known, for the Tito 
government suggests in ‘“Mikhailovitch’s Treason,” a pamphlet 
issued in this country by the Jugoslav embassy, that American 
officers encouraged Mikhailovitch in collaboration with the enemy! 
The pamphlet says, “A powerful clique in the War Department, 
close to Gen. Marshall, felt that Mikhailovitch’s collaboration with 
the Germans was necessary to prevent the spread of Communism.” 
If it is collaboration to consider an offer of surrender, that is news! . 


~ Mikhailovitch was, originally, Britain’s man. 
Tito Appears He organized the first resistance movement 
in Europe, at a time when Russia was in a friendly pact with Ger- 
many. When Russia entered the war, Tito appeared from Moscow, 

The Western Allies in February, 1944, officially recognized 
Tito as the Jugoslav resistance leader, not because there was tne 
slightest evidence, at the time, of Mikhailovitch’s collaboration with 
the enemy, but because Tito was more activist—and, also, I believe, 
because of Communist machinations within the Western intelligence 
services. 

It is, of course, possible that Mikhailovitch, under the unique 
psychological pressures on prisoners of the system perfected in 
Russia, and realizing that he has been abandoned by the Allies 
With whom he fought while Tito was still in Moscow, may have 
decided to collaborate in a smear against the Americans and British. 

But history is being written in this trial, and it is imperative 
that the facts come out straight, whatever the defendant may or 
may not “confess” and “desire.” More than the Chetnik leader is

For Hawaii 


We have put in a lot of time 
criticizing the British and the 
Dutch for their colonial policies. 
We have worried about self-gov- 
ernment for India, but we are still, 
after 46 years, keeping Hawaii in 
pigtails. There can be little doubt 
that Hawaii is qualified to become 
a State. 

In 1940 the Hawaiians voted 2 
to 1 for statehood, but even with- 
out this expression, their excellent 
war record and proven loyalty 
call for the recognition that state- 
hood would be. They took part in 
all of the civilian war activities of 
the mainland, such as the Red 
Cross, the blood bank, the USO, 
and the purchase of war bonds. 
Thirty-three thousand Hawaiian 
citizens served in the armed 
forces, winning numerous citations 
and decorations. Of this number 
52 percent were of Japanese an- 
ancestry. The valor and distinguish- 
ed courage displayed by the latter 
in some of the toughest battles of 
the war must surely have dispelled 
the feelings of doubt that existed 
before the war of the availability 
of Hawaii for statehood. It is a re- 
markable fact that not a single in- 
stance of sabotage was discovered 
in Hawaii during or following the 


Japanese attack, despite its large | 


number of people of Japanese 


blood. 


STATEHOOD for Hawaii has 
been hanging fire since 1935, when 


the first congressional committee 


visited the Territory to consider 


its desirability as a State. Another | 


Committee followed in 1937, and 
it was decided to postpone action 
until the international situation 
became more settled. During the 
war, necessarily, nothing was done. 
In December of 1945 a subcommit- 
tee of the Committee on Terri- 
tories of the House of Representa- 
tives visited the Islands and sub- 
mitted a report recommending 
statehood, 

The population of Hawaii is 
over a million, which is greater 
than that of any other State at the 
time of its admission into the Un- 
ion, with the exception of Okla- 
homa. While Hawaii lies more 
than 2,000 miles away, air com- 
munications have brought it closer 
to Washington than were the 13 
original States, excepting only 
two or three, in the horse-and-bug- 
gy days. 

As one of the continental United 
States’ best customers, Hawaii be- 
tween 1935 and 1940 ranked sixth, 
after Great Britain, Canada, Ja- 
pan, France and Germany. Taxes 
paid by Hawaiians into the U, S. 
Treasury have exceded those of 
several States and, except for mili- 
tary costs, have been greater than 
the amount expended upon them 
by the Federal Government. Last 
year, for example, the Territory 
paid over $173,000,000. It has 
been an unfortunate fact that there 


has been too great a concentration | 


of the business affairs of the Island 
in the hands of the so-called five 
families. Perhaps the Hawaiians 
themselves under statehood will 
be able to find a solution of this 
problem. In any event there is 
a very real opportunity in Ha- 
waii for small businesses. 


IN ADDITION, educational 
standards are much higher than in 
a number of the States, with a 
minimum of illiteracy among na- 
tive-born citizens. Library facili- 
ties compare favorably with those 
on the mainland. In labor rela- 
tions the Territory is far ahead 
of some of our Southern States. 
In addition to maintaining a stand- 
ard eight-hour day, Hawaii is the 
only govenmental unit in the 
United States, with the exception 
of Wisconsin, where collective bar- 
gaining is extended to agricultural 
labor. 

Aside from all else, and purely 
from the selfish point of view, the 
Island’s strategic position as guard- 
ian of the Pacific and a bastion 
for the Philippines makes it im- 
portant that we do not treat Ha- 
Wali as an outsider. The Army 
and Navy provide the chief op- 
position to statehood, not neces- 
sarily because the political subor- 
dination of Hawaii is essential to 
the defense of the United States, 
but because it is in character for 
men in uniform to want to rule 
the roost. During the war the 
Army arbitrarily usurped all of 
the civil powers of the Islands and 
it was not until after V-J Day that 
a decision of the Supreme Court 
put the Army in its place. Dur- 
ing that same period men high in 
the Navy were saying openly that 
Hawaii should be made a naval 
outpost to be governed by the 
Navy. 

Civilian government would be 
strengthened everywhere in the 
United States if Hawaii, as it de- 
serves to be, should come in as the 
forty-ninth State. 
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“Watch ver car, mister?” 
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Big Jim Knows 
What People Want 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—Big Jim Folsom, Ala- 
bama’s gigantic campaigner who startled every- 
remee * body except himself by riding into a run-off 
race for the governorship on the wings of a homemade hill-billy 
tune called “Down in the Governor’s Chair,” is a political novice 
only in the sense he has never won a race. He has run in plenty, 
including the governor’s. race in 1942 when he finished second in 
a field of four. But that time he did not know how to capitalize on 
(a) a story-telling ability akin to that of the late famed platform 
raconteur, Sen. Tom-tom Heflin, (b) his size 15% feet, cased in 
GI shoes and unadorned by socks, (c) such political props as a 
bucket and shuck mop for “cleaning out the Capitol,” and (d) the 
compelling power of music as played by a shoutin’, stompin’, hill- 
billy band. 

Prior to the present race all he had was his six feet eight inches 
in height, which made him physically a standout among the candi- 
dates; a certain little-boyish simplicity, which folks liked, and an 
overwhelming desire to be elected to something. Folks who bear 
him no particular ill will say that, outside of his newly acquired 
tricks of showmanship, that last trait is about all the qualification 
he possesses now. 

He is, they say, as simple, friendly and sincere as he appears 
to be. He is also honest, they believe. But they don’t think he is 
smart enough to conceive, or capable enough to put into effect, a 
genuinely progressive program for Alabama. When the race with 
its fireworks and showmanship is over on June 4 and the time 
for sound thinking and hard work is at hand, they don’t believe 
the six-foot eight-inch insurance man from the strawberry country 
around Cullman is big enough for the job—if he gets in. 

“The most dangerous man you can have in office,” says one of 
these fearful ones, “is a good-hearted, well-meaning fellow with 
no ideas and no experience.” 


: Reading over Big Jim’s platform, his own words 
Jim Is Vague seem to bear out this charge to some extent. 
His program is pleasantly vague, giving a pat on the back and a 
promise of a fuller life to labor, which he promises more compensa- 
tion for injuries; to farmers, whom he promises paved roads to 
market: to veterans,, whom he promises a greater share of federal 
largesse; to schoolteachers, whom he promises more pay; to gram- 
mar school pupils, whom he promises free textbooks, and to the 
aged, whom he promises $50 a month when they reach 65. “I want 
our people to live a happy, joyous, contented life for the four years 
following my inauguration,” he says, and no doubt he is completely 
sincere, but the hows and wherefores are somewhat misty. 

There is no doubt whatsoever, though, about the man’s ambition 
and his zeal to hold public office. It was born into him when, 37 
years ago, he uttered his first cry in Coffee County, in the wiregrass 
section of South Alabama, the son of a county politician. who as 
County Commissioner, Deputy Sheriff and Tax Collector stayed in 
office the greater part of his life. Even the place of his birth was 
a happy choice, for it takes the sting off his present residence in 
the North and helps make him more palatable to those Southern 
gentry who have a habit of voting against a North Alabama can- 
didate. 

It was evidently burning in him during the period of his educa- 
tion, for in a year at the University of Alabama and another year 
at Howard he concentrated on political science and public speaking. 
How much political science he learned is a moot question, but as a 
public speaker he learned all the tricks. He can make them laugh 


and cry, and love him and hate his enemies.

Defeat After Defeat ficient on the platform if his education 


had not been suddenly curtailed in the late 1920s when the Pea 
River flooded and washed away the assets of the two banks at 
Elba, Ala., in which his widowed mother kept her savings. The 
banks went under and Big Jim left Howard for three years at sea. 
He wandered the world as a deck hand and later as an able seaman 
for three years, returning to Alabama in the midst of the depression 
to take over the task of Public Works Administrator at Guntersville, 
an appointive job. During the depression he made his first race 
for an elective office. He sought to be named a delegate to the 
repeal convention of 1933 and lost. In 1936 he ran for Congress 
from his home district and lost. In 1938 he ran again and was 
In 1942 he ran for governor and was second to Chauncey 
Sparks in a four-man race that required no run-off. 

The next year he volunteered in the Army, though he had a 
wife and two children and was listed 4-F because of his height. 
He signed a waiver on the two excess inches, though, and went in 
as an infantry private, taking his basic training at Fort Benning. 
He was not happy in the service, for the Army had trouble clothing 
and shoeing him, and after a year he requested discharge so that 
he could put his experience at sea to work as a sailor employed 
by the War Department serving on troop transports. Fortunately, 
he kept his size 15% GI brogans, and his habit of waving them 
about has earned him many votes in the past campaign, for a 
joke or two about his enormous dogs further mellows an audience 
already softened up by hill-billy music. 

How he will fare in the coming run-off depends on how many 
of the 100,000 votes that were split up between the three trailing 
candidates he can win away from his opponent, a shrewd old 
political veteran named Handy Ellis, present Lieutenant Governor. 
Though he is happy to have the support of CIO in the industrial 
counties, he is not going to wave it in the faces of big business nor 
the farmer, and though he is not personally a teetotaler, he is 
planning to touch on the liquor question as delicately as he did in 
the recent race, in which he spoke critically of “folks standing in 
line at liquor stores,” a statement that either a wet or dry might 
read some comfort into. As for the courthouse rings which his 
opponent is supposed to have inherited from Gov. Sparks and who 
have remained fairly well integrated since the days of the late 
Bibb Graves, he expects to nullify their power by his appeal to 
the common man through music, jokes and his mop-and-bucket gag. 

It may work. He thinks it will. His opponents say it won't. 
Bi they are the ones who figured Big Jim to run third or fourth 
the first time.

sheep, horses and swine grazing or lazying about in luxury. 


It is “easy farming,” indeed. 
Certainly it seems easy, at this 
time of the year. But what of the 
winter? What happens when the 
thermometer dips down to 22 de- 
grees BELOW zero, as it did last 
winter? And what of the long 
winter seasons, extending six 
months? Where is the easy farm- 
ing then? 

Thus, it would seem that Geor- 
gia is endowed with certain basic 
assets which even Kentucky can- 
not eclipse. For it is easy to pro- 
vide livestock grazing for nine 
months in the year; some farmers 
do it for 10 months. A few pro- 
vide grazing 12 months, but these 
rare folks are very much in the 
minority. They do furnish the 
inspiration for che rest of us, how- 
ever. (We are not speaking here 
of Deep-South Georgia, where all 
who wish may have year-’round 
grazing.)

When he is forced to carry the 
feed to his animals, the costs rise. 

Moreover, in these days of labor 
shortages on the farm, there is 
frequent loss from the inability 
to gather and transport the feed 
at the right time. Grain becomes 
over-ripe and De corn in the 
bottom lands gets inundated and 
crops lose their individual values 
through leaching, or from being 
allowed to grow beyond the point 
of greatest usefulness. Hence, 
the importance of having grazing- 
crops available to livestock every 
day possible. Hence, the value of 
“easy” farming. 

We have learned from our ex- 
periment stations, the Extension 
Service, and the Soil Conservation 
Service and from certain progres- 
sive — several — tricks 
which bring r-’round grazing 
ever closer. We can extend the 
grazing period of our summer 
grasses by the application of nitro- 
gen at the right periods. 


BY THE PRACTICE of planting 
vetches, clovers, winter grasses, 
and winter peas, in August, and 


by getting them off to a prompt 


start, through the use of nitrogen- 
ous fertilizer, we can produce 
earlier winter grazing. By re 
serving some of our kudzu fields 
until the appearance of frost, we 
take advantage of another oppor- 
tunity to extend our grazing 
period. What “second-story” pas- 
tures will do for us in the way 
of winter grazing remains to be 
seen. It would seem to offer great 
possibilities. The results we 
might achieve with our common 
honeysuckle plant, if it were treat- 
ed properly, is likewise an -un- 
known quantity. Many farmers 
have wintered a few cows on hon- 


| eysuckle, none that we know have 
ever treated this plant as a “crop.” 


Then, too, there remains the possi- 
bility of a winter perennial grass. 
Time and effort will make this a 
reality. 

We can have “easy” farming 
here in Georgia, if we will, Even 
“easier” than in Kentucky. Or so 
it would seem.

State To Appeal 
Unequal Drops 


An Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission ruling reducing freight 
rates on packing house products 
from the South to the North falls 
short of the complete parity 
sought by Southern shippers and 
will be appealed, according to 
Chairman Walter R. McDonald, 
of the Public Service Commission.

As an example of the new 
schedule, McDonald quoted the 
current rate from Atlanta to New 
York on fresh meat, which is 99 
cents. The rate for packing house 
products is 71 cents. Under the 
reduced scale these rates become 
respectively 90 cents and 64 cents. 
However, McDonald pointed out, 
the rates from Chicago to New 
York—a 23-mile greater haul— 
are 83 cents on fresh meat and 
57 cents on packing house prod-

“I haven't seen Atlanta before and I haven’t seen Chattanooga 
or Nashville,” Evans said, “but the other five teams in the league 
are just about on a par, despite the fact that Birmingham and 
Little Rock and Mobile haven’t been high in the standing thus far. 

“Mobile looked great here, although they weren’t winning 
at the time. atu. Birmingham could easily have-won a couple 
of the games in the series just completed with Memphis,” 
Evans said. 

What the president is trying to get across is that no team in 
the league is so superior to the other seven as to make a mockery 
of the race. Even the clubs in the second division are capable 
of bumping the leaders around when the breaks come right. 

Evans revealed some interesting attend- 
Great Attendance ance figures throughout the league, with 
Atlanta, as usual, setting a very torrid pace in spite of some very 
frigid weather. 

Although records in the league office aren’t up to date, it’s safe 
to say that already nearly 400,000 people have paid to see the 
Southern Leaguers in action. 

That’s more than half of the total figure for 1943, the year the 
league almost folded because of wartime conditions. 

Evans didn’t have the official figures on the last two series 
in Atlanta compiled, but he said he thought the Crackers 
were around 95,000.
